GREENLEAF WILL HANG. 


Sentenced To 
Be Confined In-State 


Prison Until- Feb. 13, 1903,-When 
He Will Be Executed. 


Laconia, Feb. 10.—The last scene 


in the trial of George H. Greenleaf, 
the convicted murderer of Mrs. Nancy 
J. Folsom, was enacted here today, 
when the court, which has been sit- 
ting for the past week, pronounced 
sentence upon the prison'er, stating 
that, in,pursuance of the law govern- 
ing such cases, C4reenleaf should be 
confined to the state prison at Con- 
cord until tbe 13th day of February, 
1003, on which day, between 
the 


hours ol ten a. rr. and two p. m., he 
should be banged by the neck until 
dead. The sentence was pronounced 
after a discussion ol! certain phases 
ol the case with the prisoner's attor- 
neys had taken place, and upon the 
dismissal of the court Greenleaf was 
taken to Concord by ' Sheriff 
Locke. 


The convicted man showed no signs 
ol' physical weakness outside of a 
slight pallor, probably caused by a 
loss of sleep. He remained almost .uij- 
movcd during the reading of the sen- 
tence, and the only time he evinced 
any desire to speak was when the 
court asked it' he had anything to say.

G. The principal meal may be taken 


in the evening, and the collation in 
the morning, should ciicumstances so 
require. 


7. The use of flesh meat and fish 


at the same meal is not allowed, even 
on Sundays. 


S. On 
Sundays there is 
neither 


lasting or abstinence. 


9. Persons exempt from fasting are 


permitted to use flesh meat more than 
once, on clays en which the use of 
flesh meat is-allo-wed. 


10. The following persons are ex- 


empt from fasting, but not from ab- 
stinence, viz: 


1. All under 21 years of age and 
those of advanced age. 


2. The sick and those who cannot 
last without great injury to their 
health.

The riddles of 
Symphosius were uniform in shape,

A SOUND FINANCIAL BILL. 


Rouse Gold mid Silver Parity Bill IB 


a Necessary Mejttiare. 


The house committee on coinage has 


agreed upon n bill for the maintenance 
of the parity between gold ai-d silver. 
It is intended to close up the hole loft 
In the gold standard act of 1900 under 
which a secretary of the treasury un- 
friendly to the gold standard coulii 
force the country to a silver basis In 
spite of the intention of tho law. 


The present bill provides that the 


secretary of the treasury shall main- 
tain at all times at parity with gold the 
legal tender silver dollars that are out- 
standing, and to that end he is directed 
to exchange gold for legal tender dol- 
lars when presented to the treasury In 
sums of $o or any multiple thereof. 


Of course, so long as we had such 


secretaries as John "G. Carlisle or Ly- 
man J. Gage, this exchange would 
have been made under the general law 
that the two metals shall be kept at a 
parity, but under a secretary such as 
Bryan would have appointed It would 
not have been done for the reason that 
no direction was given as to how the 
parity was to be maintained. 


With the passage of this bill the great 


work of establishing the gold standard 
on a lasting foundation will be accom- 
plished, and congress can then turn to 
the subject of banking and currency 
and place it on an equally safe basis.

"A penny saved is twopence gained" 


Is an okl udago. Many of us wlio have 
lived, in tlie semiarid regions have felt 
our way aloug carefully until now tha 
conservation of moisture is a well de- 
veloped fact. W. II. Campbell of No- 
bras'ca haf) given years to careful ex- 
periments along "these lines. 


VTest of the one-lumdredth meridian 


Wio rainfall averages about 
lifteeu 


'.nc-iies. That is not enough for a crop. 
It should ho thirty inches. How can 
this be secured? By putting two years' 
moisture into one crop. "Now comes 
the process-. Take forty acres of land. 
Early in- the spring the ground has a 
tendency to dry out. Keuiomber the 
springs in this region are to a large 
extent rainless. The Qrst thing, put 
on the disk and fallow with the har- 
row. This seals the earth up airtight. 


Allow no woods to grow, for they are 


the auarcliibls of tlie soil aud draii'i 
the moisture. Watcli a favorable time 
and plow deep with throe or four 
horses. Have a harrow follow tho 
plow, so tlio furrows cannot dry out. 
Then watch carefully. Disk or harrow 
or botli after every rain. Keep tho 
pores closed. Cover the whole with 
the dust blanket. lu the fall the sub- 
soil will have reserve enough to carry 
a good crop. 


Mr. Campbell last summer raised 


thirty-four 
bushels of fine winter 


wheat 130 miles west of tho one-hun- 
dredth meridian ou land where crops 
hud failed, fourteen yours in huccev 
bion. 


Now we know where we arc. Wo 


hope our state will do much in tho 
way of tree planting in the dry ro 
gious. First tho conservation of moib 
ture for two or throe years will give 
a-spleudid reserve in the subsc 1. t.o 
that trees can be grown without trou- 
ble. I lived under the onc-hundredtli 
meridian eight joars aud hiul one o!1 
tho finest places in the stato, owing to 
constant cultivation, especially alter 
every rain. 


The dweller of the plains thinks he 


cnnuot have a garden. He can. Let 
Lain bet aside a piece and give it an 
extra yoai-'t, rainfall and careful cult! 
vation, and lie can succeed.

-"Second, I would levy a tax of 50 
cents a year on every vehicle In the 
land. This alone^would yield an an- 
nual revenue of several millions.

for the purpose. Thc_tax would bo n 
trifle and would be cheerfully paid by 
most people so long as it was to be de- 
voted to the betterment of highways.'

SUGAR BEET PULP. 


What It IB" and a Possible Improve- 


ment o£ Its Value. 


The establishment of beet sugar fac- 


tories has furnished farmers a new 
btock food in the shape of beet pulp. 
This pulp is clean in appearance, al- 
most odorless, very wet and hea\y, but 
re.ulily eaten by all kinds of live stock. 
At> the pulp leaves the factory it passes 
through a press which removes some 
of the water, but leaves from eighty- 
nine to ninety-three pounds of water to 
each hundred pounds of pulp. In Ger- 
many presses have been iutroduc ed 
which reduce the per cent of water to 
80. Whore each hundred pounds of 
pulp are made up of ninety pounds of 
water and ten pounds of dry matter it 
is evident that a ton of it will have 
but 200 pounds of dry matter. 


If by the use of improved presses n 


pulp can be produced by the factories 
a hundred pounds of which shall con- 
tain but eighty pounds of water, with 
twenty pounds of dry matter, it is evi- 
dent that a ton of it will contain 400 
pounds of dry matter. In other words, 
regarding the water as of no value, a 
ton of< the pressed pulp is worth, as far 
as content of dry matter is concerned, 
twice as much as a ton of the pulp as 
found in the piles of the material at 
the factories in Michigan. 


Experiments in this country ami 


abroad have shown conclusively that, 
while the addition of a succulent food 
to a ration otherwise made up of dry 
feeds produces results indicating a val- 
ue to the succulent food out of all pro- 
portion to Its content of dry matter, 
forcing an animal 'to consume an un- 
due amount of water results in a posi- 
tive loss. It is therefore to be hoped 
that ere long the factories upon find- 
ing a demand for the pulp as h stock 
food will so prepare it as to leave in it 
no greater per cent of water than 80. 


At nearly all the Michigan factories 


the great bulk of the pulp is left to de- 
cay where It is "dumped by the convey- 
or. Such a state of1 things imperils the 
health of nearby residents and makes 
the factory a nuisance which tbe own- 
erg must take means to abate. The 
farmers In the vicinity of the factory 
are Interested in tbe question whether 
the pulp is a valuable stock feed, 
whether it will pay them to haul it to 
their barns and, finally, how it should 
be, fed to derive from It the greatest

President Quiucy, 
speaking afterward, said that he look- 
ed ''like a member of tho general court 
from tho rural districts of Massachu- 
setts"— that is, he did not look city 
bred, but like the simple country gen- 
tleman that ho admittedly was.

They have, in 
addition, wounded more or less severe- 
ly over three times their own fighting 
strength. One Boer soldier, on an av- 
erage, has killed one British soldier.and 
wounded from three to four otlners. 
The British casualties to officers alone 
amount numerically to one-fifth of .the 
Boer army. 


The number of British} killed am! 


wounded since tbe war bctcjan is more 
than one-third of the entire Boer pop- 
ulation of a year ago. Since then many 
women and children have died in the 
concentration cnrnps. and it is doubt- 
ful if the population of tlie Boers at 
this time would reach 2Z5.000, more 
than 100,000 of whom, are-now in the 
concentration camps. 


Not included in the casualty list pub- 


lished by the war offlco are the soldiers 
who have been sent home because of 
disability resulting from disease. Last 
month the war office reported that 0-i,- 
3UO men had been invalided,home, but 
added that the majority had recovered 
and rejoined their commands. 


The war has cost the British govern- 


ment about $800,000,000 to date.

Sur- 
round the cake -with a wreath of ever- 
green or fringed tissue or ruflled crape 
paper. The evergreen -wreath is more 
decorative -with a bow of ribbon to 
match the candles in color at one side.

plate, a little to the rig"ht. Lay a nap- 
kin on each plate with a name cookie 
at the upper side. 


The menu at a children's party may

One of the pleasantest and most sat- 


isfactory erop'jp in the world for some 
men is the peanut crop. It is not hard 


(to grow, it is easi on the soil and, one 
time -with another, it yields a good 
cash return. ; The drawback to peanut 
growing- is that it requires a good deal 
of tedious hand labor. Of course the 
crop pays handsomely for the work, 
but in the southern and western states, 
where peanuts are grown, hand labor 
on tbe farm is heartily despised. The 
sulky plow and the self binder furnish 
the Ideal- means of crop production 
there.

Not all are equally well adapted to a!! 
conditiono. Those implements should 
be selected which seem best adapted 
to local conditions and needs. 


It is probable that one reason why 


the practice of spraying potatoes has 
not been more generally adopted is 
due to the fact that the machinery for 
the work has not fully met the de- 
mands. It is suggested that some en- 
terprising young man Jn a community 
could do a good business by investing 
In a good gasoline engine and a com 
plete spraying outfit for the purpose 
of spraying all the potatoes of the 
community. This is now done in many 
cnses in orchard management and 
could be done with potatoes equally 
well. The evidence of Cornell is strong 
In favor of thorough spraying with 
bordeaux mixture and parls green. 


The potato situation is well summed 


«P by one grower, who remarked, "By 
the use of the potato planter, the weed 
or, th» harrow, the wheel cultivator 
and tbe potato digger I can now grow 
four acres of potatoes at less expense 
than t could formerly grow one acre."

All the 
newspapers came out In double leaded 
editorials praising Judge Gtinn to the 
skies nnd setting forth In extenso bis 
many admirable qualifications for the 
place. Some of the editors wrote with 
ghoulish gk'e on the principle do mor- 
tuls nil nisi bonum and expected their 
glowing tributes to the retired states- 
man to be taken In a Pickwickian 
sense. But, to their amazement and 
disgust the people construed their re 
marks literally arid greatly mourned 
the loss of the services of so worthy n 
man. They deluged Judge Ounn will: 
petitions beseeching him to re-outer 
the race. Now, the judge wns always n 
kind hearted man, and rather than see 
hl« dear old mother county'of Pike, 
like Undid, mourning and refusing to 
be comfortfd ho yielded gracefully to 
the inevitable, reannonnced M» en mil 
dacy the Kticcccdtng week and, mlrnblle 
dlctu, walked off with tbe nomination 


oning. It is presented in the electoral 
college, whore in order to succeed a 
candidate must secure a clear majority 
of the popular vote in tho slates hav- 
ing a preponderance of nil the doctors 
nnd receive a clear majority of the 
electoral votes In the college.

party unification, and all minor ilifTor- 
onco.s regularly have boon sacrificed to 
the anxiety for a majority vote in tho 
doctoral college. 


This is not the first time that the 


downfall of the party system has boon 
predicted. In the first twenty years of 
he past century the Democracy was 
without a rival worthy of its fears, and 
n 1S2D there was no opposition what- 
>ver to the 
re> election of President 


Monroe. 


Nevertheless in the midst of the FO 


called era of good fooling Thomas Jef- 
ferson, the most piofound of all Ameri- 
can statesmen, did not deceive himself 
with the idea that partisanship was at 
nn end.

wrote to Albeit Gallatin, "that there 
arc no longer parties among us: that 
they are all amalgamated: the Hon and 
the lamb lie down together In pence. 
Do not believe a word of it. The same 
parties exist now as ever did."
